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Town councillor resigns 
over cost of the Beehive 


A SENIOR Honiton town councillor has resigned 
due to the “unacceptable” use of public money to fund 
the Beehive community centre, which he said was 
“detrimental” to the interests of ratepayers. 

Councillor Mike Allen, who also represents Honiton 
on East Devon District Council, notified the mayor of 
his resignation from the town council on Tuesday 
(April 15th), following what he described as “unde¬ 
mocratic” debates over the control of the Beehive. 

He said: “I feel that the chairing of the key debates 
on the Beehive has been undemocratic and that incom¬ 
ing finances for the running of the Beehive are being

devoted entirely to the unelected Honiton Community 
Complex Company, trading as ‘the Beehive’. 

“I believe this is completely detrimental to the inter¬ 
ests of the ratepayers of Honiton and an unacceptable 
use of civic funds.” 

At a meeting on Monday evening (April 14th), a day 
prior to Councillor Allen’s resignation, councillors re¬ 
ceived an updated report from the Beehive company 
directors, which explained that finan¬ 
cial margins for the centre were 
“likely to be tight”. 

Councillor Allen has consistently 
opposed the current Beehive payment 
structure, which means the council 
must repay a £53,000-a-year loan for 
the next 30 years in addition to the 
£20,000 annual rent for the centre. 
He also called for the people of Honi¬ 
ton to be consulted on the issue via a 
town poll. 

He added: “It is unacceptable that 
ratepayers must pay the loan and 
£20,000 per year for their own build¬ 
ing when the Beehive Company are 
only charged £1 per year. 

“Community organisations are 
being charged so much for meeting 
rooms that they cannot afford to 
come. Pressures on certain organisa¬ 
tions to come to the Beehive, and in 
at least one case incorporated into the

Beehive Company, have been quite inappropriate. 

“I therefore believe the town ought to have a say in 
the future of the Beehive via a town poll.” 

Councillor Allen will continue to represent the town 
on East Devon District Council, for which he is a 
member of two key committees and has recently been 
made Business Champion. 

He also cited his extra commitments on the district 
council as a further reason for his resignation. 

Responding to Councillor Allen’s resignation, Coun¬ 
cillor Vernon Whitlock - one of the Beehive company

Town growth 'will 
save 9 the library 

AXMINSTER'S growth is the strongest weapon in 
the fight to save the town’s library from downgrad¬ 
ing or closure, according to town councillors. 

Concerned members of the public are urged to 
take part in the ongoing consultation exercise and 
show their support by attending a public drop-in 
session at the library early next month. 

Devon County Council (DCC) has proposed to ef¬ 
fectively make a string of libraries, including Axmin- 
ster, second-tier, volunteer-led facilities as part of a 
£1.5 million cost-cutting exercise. 

DCC recently announced plans to develop a num¬ 
ber of current libraries into what is known as “Devon 
Centres offering a broader range of services”. 

But Axminster Library is not on the list, instead 
being among 28 smaller libraries for which the fu¬ 
ture is unclear. 

A DCC spokesperson said: “Libraries serving 
smaller communities fall within a proposal to en¬ 
courage and support communities to come forward 
with ideas on how the service could be sustained in 
future. 

“The council has no single model in mind, recog¬ 
nising that Devon’s towns and villages are very dif¬ 
ferent.” 

Devon County Council has stressed it does “not in¬ 
tend for the library to close”, but town, district and 
county councillor Andrew Moulding told Axminster 
Town Council: “If we don’t come up with an idea, the 
worst might happen.” 

He said that visitor numbers were down almost 30 
per cent over a five-year period, but added: “Our 
best case is the growth of the town. 

“We have to convince people that our numbers are 
going up.” 

Mayor Jeremy Walden agreed wholeheartedly, 
saying: “The houses are being built as we speak.” 

But he had previously warned fellow councillors 
about library usage statistics, saying: “The figures 
must be read with an understanding of what is be¬ 
hind them, including opening hours.”

COLYTON 

Flooding fears 
over new homes 

COLYTON residents and councillors have strongly 
objected to plans for 25 new houses on land next to 
the Peace Memorial Playing Field, citing the risk of 
flooding as a major concern. 

The application, submitted by DBD Development, 
based in Shute, was considered by Colyton Parish 
Council last week when many residents attended to 
raise their concerns in the public forum. 

Speaking on behalf of his neighbours, one resident 
said they were “all very concerned” and had already 
submitted objections for a number of reasons, in¬ 
cluding flooding risks, the proposed site not being in 
the built up area of Colyton, it being out of line with 
Colyton’s Parish Plan and it being unsustainable, 
mainly due to the size of Colyton Primary School and 
the number of other new houses which had already 
received permission to be built in the town. 

Neighbours have also objected on the grounds of 
the visual impact the development would have on 
the surrounding area and the loss of green space. 

OTTERY 

ORGANISERS of Ottery 
St Mary’s historic street 
market have vowed to 
put a stop to the parking 
problems that blighted 
last year's events. 

An attempt was made 
to restore the street 
market in May last year 
but persistent difficul¬ 
ties with enforcement 
of parking restrictions 
meant vehicles contin¬ 
ued to block the road 
during market days and 
some owners refused to 
move them. 

Councillors decided to 
suspend the street 
market for three 
months from last July, 
and since then they 
have been working to 
ensure similar prob¬ 
lems do not befall the 
market again. 

And ahead of its grand 
reopening next week¬ 
end, organisers are 
confident that parking 
issues will not affect 
this year's markets.

Mums-to-be reassured 
over maternity unit 


CONCERNED mothers have been 
assured that the maternity unit at 
Honiton Hospital is not under 
threat of closure, after the service 
was temporarily suspended last 
month. 

Health bosses said “exceptionally 
high levels of staff sickness” had 
forced them to suspend services at 
the unit on March 23rd, and it is 
now been out of action for a 
month. 

Tracy Reeves, Associate Director 
of Midwifery and Patient Care and 
Acting Deputy Chief Nurse at the 
Royal Devon and Exeter NHS 
Foundation Trust, which runs the 
maternity unit, said services would 
be resumed “as quickly as possi¬ 
ble”. 

She said: “Our priority is ensur¬ 
ing services for new mothers and 
their babies are safe and high qual¬ 
ity and the unit will remain closed 
until we are confident staffing lev¬ 
els have returned to normal and 
that this level can be sustained. 

“This is an operational matter 
and is not a question about the fu¬ 
ture of the service. 

“We have been unable to rede¬ 
ploy midwifery staff from other

areas to the unit as this would 
make it difficult for us to provide 
safe, high quality services else¬ 
where. 

“Our bank midwifery staff pro¬ 
vide short term cover for sickness 
and are unable to provide long 
term commitments to cover the 
work required in a community set¬ 
ting .Women planning home births 
will continue to be supported. All 
routine antenatal and postnatal care 
is unaffected. 

“Temporary alternative arrange¬ 
ments have been made for women 
planning a midwife led birth to re¬ 
ceive care at the Exeter Birth Unit 
at the RD&E Hospital or at the 
Tiverton Birth Unit. It is hoped that 
the service will be reopened for 
post-natal care and births by July 
2014. 

“We would like to apologise to 
any women who have been incon¬ 
venienced, but would assure them 
that the decision has been taken to 
ensure the safest service provision 
for mothers and babies at this 
time.” 


Kate Adkin, a student mentor at 
Honiton Community College who 
gave birth to her first child at the 
hospital, said the situation was af¬ 
fecting her decision whether or not 
to have more children. 

She said: “I had my daughter at 
Honiton and it was an amazing ex¬ 
perience. 

“It will be a real shame if every¬ 
one is directed to Exeter instead. 
The situation is quite bizarre. 

“They have lots of facilities there 
and I am concerned the unit will be 
closed and those facilities taken 
away. I would love to have more 
children but the idea of going to 
Exeter is a concern.” 

Gwen Pearson, Commissioning 
Manger for Maternity Services at 
Northern, Eastern and Western 
Devon Clinical Commissioning 
Group, (NEW Devon CCG), 
which commissions the service, 
said: “As commissioners of this 
service we want to see this service 
up and running again as soon as it 
is safe to do so. 

“We are working with the RD&E 
to ensure everything possible is 
done to achieve this as soon as 
possible.”

“The Beehive is already proving ex¬ 
tremely popular and is addressing the 
long-term problem of a lack of com¬ 
munity facilities in a growing town at 
the heart of East Devon. In the first 
two weeks of opening over 2,000 peo¬ 
ple have come through the doors. 

“The comments from the many vis¬ 
itors, some of whom have in the past 
been opposed to the project, have all 
been positive now that they can see 
what the town council has built.”

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Council to ‘get tough’ on fire hazards 


COUNCIL flat tenants in East Devon have 
been promised better protection in the event 
of a fire, after East Devon District Council 
pledged to “get tough” on people who block 
escape routes or start fires in public spaces. 

The council has planned a major pro¬ 
gramme of improvements to many of its 200 
apartment buildings across the district, in¬ 
cluding emergency lighting, safety doors 
and stricter enforcement of fire regulations. 

Mobility scooters will be banned in lifts 
and stairwells and the council will provide 


additional storage space for pushchairs and 
recycling materials to make sure there is no 
need for these items to be kept in the way of 
fire exits. 

Councillor Jill Elson, EDDC’s Cabinet 
Member for Sustainable Homes and Com¬ 
munities, said: “During the past several 
months we have been talking to tenants and 
explaining the importance of ensuring that 
people have the best possible chance of es¬ 
caping from a blaze in a block of flats. 

“We have also briefed many of our tenants 


and have delivered letters to a number of 
flats explaining what we are doing and 
why.” 

The clamp down follows a series of Fire 
Risk Assessments carried out by the council 
after advice from Devon and Somerset Fire 
and Rescue Service. 

A high number of fatal blazes in flats and 
apartment blocks across the country have 
triggered the Fire Service to look at ways to 
provide extra protection. 

And in the South West, the service has

East Devon funding 
for village projects 


EAST Devon District Council has 
funding of up to £5,000 available for 
village halls, community shops and 
other community buildings in rural 
areas. 

The grants can be used to help refur¬ 
bish, improve or even build village 
halls, community shops and commu¬ 
nity buildings in rural areas (those in 
towns are not eligible). 

These grants have been available 
from EDDC for some years, but have 
previously been administered by the 
Community Council of Devon. 

Successful projects in the past have 
included improvements to the stage at 
Clyst St Mary Village Hall, re-roofing 
at Poltimore Village Hall and kitchen 
and toilet upgrades at Woodbury Vil¬ 
lage Hall. 

Match funding 

You can apply for a maximum of 
£5,000 and there must be match fund¬ 


ing available of at least twice the 
amount of the funding from other 
sources plus local fund-raising. So, 
for a grant of £5,000 you would need 
to show that you can obtain £10,000 
from elsewhere. 

The closing dates are July 30th and 
November 28th.

CONFUSION over the cost of parking in 
the Lace Walk long stay car park, re¬ 
cently renamed the ‘Hulbert Gallery’ 
car park, has been addressed by East 
Devon District Council. 

The short stay tariff was incorrectly 
loaded into the long stay machine dur¬ 
ing changes to the system, meaning it 
would have cost £10 instead of £3 for a 
24-hour stay. The correct tariff has 
now been loaded back into the ma¬ 
chine. 

The Hulbert Gallery car park will soon 
be split into 12 short stay spaces and 27 
long stay spaces.

Street market to bounce back 


HONITON Street Market is set 
to bounce back from a difficult 
three-year period, after town 
councillors approved cost-cutting 
measures that could help it to run 
more efficiently. 

At the April full council meet¬ 
ing last week, councillors ap¬ 
proved a proposal to retake 
control of the market, following 
a review of its management 
structure and concerns over its 
future. 

The market charter is still 
owned by the council but a pri¬ 
vate company currently oversees 
the day-to-day running of the 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday 
markets. 

And in a report to councillors 
last week, market manager Tony 
McCollum said the company’s 
control had actually had a detri¬ 
mental effect on the market’s 
success. 

But recommendations made to 
the council by town clerk Chetna 
Jones, which could reduce VAT 
and other costs for the market, 
were given the green light at the 
council’s April meeting. 

A committee will be appointed 
to manage the market at the 
council’s next full meeting in 
May, after which the existing 
Honiton Street Market company 
will be wound down. 

Mr McCollum said: “To return 
the market to the way it was will

be a positive step. We have actu¬ 
ally had a number of traders 
come forward to join the market 
in the last few weeks and if the 
weather improves, I am confident 
we will be able to bounce back 
again. 

“High Street is starting to buzz 


again and hopefully we are now 
over the worst of it.” 

Mr McCollum’s report indi¬ 
cated that traders had given up on 
the Honiton market in recent 
years and had either moved else¬ 
where or stopped trading alto¬ 
gether. 

He also reported that the reces¬ 
sion was continuing to have a 
negative impact on visitor num¬ 


bers to the town. 

But plans for the future man¬ 
agement of the market look set to 
give it a new lease of life and 
Mayor David Foster, a former di¬ 
rector of the Street Market com¬ 
pany, is confident of attracting 
more visitors to the town. 

He told Pulman’s View: “It has 
been a tough time but we believe 
now the only way is up. 


“We are forecast six weeks of 
very good weather and we are al¬ 
ready seeing stalls starting to 
come back. 

“The decision taken by the 
council is the best way forward 
for the future sustainability of the 
street market. 

“We fully value our unique 
market and we are now opti¬ 
mistic that it will prevail.” 


Still no cardboard recycling 


HONITON residents will have to wait to find 
out whether a temporary cardboard collec¬ 
tion service can be arranged for the town. 

Honiton has been without a dedicated 
cardboard recycling facility since Tesco re¬ 
moved its skips due to persistent fly-tip- 
ping and mess back in January, and a 
revised council collection service is in the 
planning stages. 

But councillors had hoped to receive a re¬ 
sponse from East Devon District Council by 
the time of the April full council meeting last 
week, as to whether a temporary kerbside 
collection service to remove waste card¬ 
board could be organised in the meantime. 

Speaking at the meeting, East Devon Dis¬ 
trict Councillor for Honiton, Phil Twiss, said 
the council had been in contact with private 
providers and would be discussing options 
later this month. 

He said: “We have been talking to all the 
major players with a view to trying to get 
cardboard collections for the community 
into force. 


“Offers from those providers are now in 
and the council's waste reduction and recy¬ 
cling committee will look at them and dis¬ 
cuss them at a meeting on April 29th.” 

Up until February, Tesco provided facilities 
for the disposal of glass bottles, cans, card¬ 
board, paper, shoes and clothing on site, but 
the supermarket opted to remove the skips 
following persistent ‘misuse’. 

The nearest recycling centre for Honiton 
residents is now the waste management 
facility at Sutton Barton, which is main¬ 


tained by Devon County Council. 

Councillor Twiss told councillors last 
month that EDDC was ‘reluctant’ to pay for 
a cardboard recycling unit in the town be¬ 
cause of the same risks that caused Tesco 
to remove their own skips, but he was con¬ 
fident a solution could be reached. 

He added: “We will know what can and 
cannot be done after the meeting. But I am 
hoping we can do something about card¬ 
board recycling because we cannot go on 
like it is at the moment.” 


■ CRIME in Honiton is down 
by almost a quarter, the 
town’s Neighbourhood Po¬ 
lice Team has reported. 

PCSO Dave Keeler told 
councillors at their April 
meeting last week that the 
total number of crimes 
recorded for March was 45, 
compared to 59 in the same 
month last year. 


Of the 45 crimes recorded, 
there were 21 thefts, eight 
public order offences, five 
domestic assaults and three 
incidences of criminal dam¬ 
age. 

PCSO Keeler also reported 
there was no further infor¬ 
mation to announce regard¬ 
ing the investigation into the 
Banwell Antiques robbery 


but that things were “looking 
positive". 

He said: “We have nothing 
to add regarding the investi¬ 
gation at this stage but 
things are looking positive. 

“We were able to pick up 
the offender on cameras in 
the store and along High 
Street."

YOUNG people in Honiton feel “discon¬ 
nected” from key facilities and projects 
and need a “voice” to represent them, ac¬ 
cording to the town council’s newest 
member.

Tirard due to ill health in the November of 
last year, and he told Pulman’s View he 
wants to make improving youth facilities 
in the town his number one priority. 

Councillor Brown said: “Honiton has the 
second highest percentage of young peo¬ 
ple in its population in East Devon, but 
that is not currently reflected by the mem¬ 
bers of the town council. I think I can fill 
the void. 

“A lot of young people feel disconnected 


from some of the town’s facilities and 
projects - they must be given a sense that 
they do have a purpose in the community 
and that they are not seen as a burden.” 

Following a public consultation, Devon 
County Council has set in motion plans to 
cut funding to youth services across the 
county and Honiton’s youth centre could 
be closed. 

A petition drawn up by students at Honi¬ 
ton Community College and backed by 
town councillors Gary Elliot and Caroline 
Kolek recently gathered more than 600 


signatories in one day. 

And Councillor Brown says he hopes to 
bring his experience in dealing with youth 
issues to the debate, having had a long- 
running involvement in the Honiton scout 
movement and a number of years volun¬ 
teering in the youth service. 

During this time he became a senior 
member of the youth bank, which helped 
to make decisions on where resources and 
funding should be allocated. 

He added: “I am also interested in envi¬ 
ronmental issues and health issues in gen¬ 


eral, and I believe I have much to offer the 
town council as a young person who was 
born, bought up, educated and is now 
working in the town.”

The development can 
be undertaken without any detrimental 
effect on the existing trees or the listed 
building, Cloisters.” 

But EDDC announced on Monday, April 
14th that the applicant had withdrawn 
the application.

“The first day saw us make 
the gradual ascent from 
Seaton to Stockland Hill 
via Colyton and Shute, before 
crossing the A30, dropping 
down into Upottery, navigating 
our way across the Black- 
downs and finally descending 
into Taunton via Blagdon Hill. 

“After a much deserved take 
away curry and a nine-hour 
kip, we embarked on day two. 

“This saw us head out of 
Taunton via North Fitzwarren 
and Bishops Lydeard towards 
the Quantock Hills. 

“Although we'd covered the 
lion's share of the miles on day 
one, the steeper climbs the 
Quantocks posed made the 
second day slightly tougher. 
But the views were magnifi¬ 
cent! 

“We reached our final desti¬ 
nation of Watchet Harbour by 
half-five on the Monday, and 
were more than happy with our 
efforts." 

Richard added: “Even now my 
right foot is a little sore, but it 
was all worth it for the personal 
achievement, and moreover 
the money raised."

Loss of hospital beds will 
spread like a rash to others 


■ I WAS simply appalled to hear of the possible 
closure of even more beds at Axminster Hospital, 
and it will probably spread like a rash to other com¬ 
munity hospitals. 

As it is, we do not have the full complement of 
beds in use here in Seaton. 

Besides being so much better for people well 
enough to be discharged from a main hospital to be 
treated nearer home, it relieves the problem of “bed 
blocking” at the major hospitals. Besides this, many 
people well enough to be discharged from there still 
need 24-hour care which I’m sure will not be pro¬ 
vided with community care. 

Having had several operations in Axminster many 
years ago, it is very close to my heart, as since 2006 
I have attended their splendid glaucoma clinic. 

I well remember when Axminster was a small cot¬ 


tage hospital with Doctors Morton (surgeon), Finzel 
(anaesthetist), Parkinson (anaesthetist) and Leech. 

Louise Normandale (nee Finzel) was born in the 
midwifery department 59 years ago this July! The 
matrons lived in a flat above and Louise remembers 
Matrons Grant and Sharp and Sister Cousins from 
Kilmington, who was there in 1955 when she had 
her appendix removed. 

I taught the children of Doctors Finzel, Parkinson 
and Leech at Pippins School. 

Small is beautiful and Axminster is and always has 
been a dearly loved hospital. I feel so sorry for the 
League of Friends who have worked so hard and 
raised an enormous amount of money over many 
years.

Michael Koppel opens 
at this Easter Week: 

One thing which must 
strike anyone who reads the 
gospels is that the evangel¬ 
ists are surprisingly frank 
about the conduct of the 
apostles after the arrest of 
Jesus.

Where were you born and where did you 
grow up?

Tell us about your professional career, what 
you studied and what jobs you have had? 

I was training to be an English teacher in 
French secondary schools when I met my 
husband and opted to live in England. I happily 
transitioned to working for Harper Collins 
Publishers, in their Modern Foreign Language 
department, a job I loved. 

How did the idea of Arc come about? 

I easily attribute Arc's aspirations to my philo¬ 
sophical French roots: life and death, love and 
loss, freedom and responsibility. I knew as far 
back as 2005, near the end of my counselling 
training, that I wanted to create a service that 
would address the roots of these human 
challenges and conflicts. The rest of the 
service organically grew from the simple de¬ 
sire to listen to the unmet needs of the com¬ 


munity and respond adequately. 

It continues to require the hard work, passion 
and persistence of a very dedicated team. I 
feel very privileged to be so well supported. 

Do the letters Arc stand for something? 

Honestly? They are not meant to stand for 
anything. I toyed with the idea of calling the 
service “Ark” but stumbled across other def¬ 
initions: a metallurgic process to weld two 
pieces using energy or even better Leonardo 
da Vinci's force originated by two weak¬ 
nesses. The latter clicked. I am aware that

| me. 

A respected professional 
journal has asked you to 
pen an article about Arc. 
Tell us more. 

) Back in January I was asked 
whether I would put pen to 
a paper and capture a detailed 
h ^ history of Arc for the international 
Journal of Humanistic Psychology. I 
have just received confirmation that this long 
article will be published in their summer edi¬ 
tion, which is a great honour and a marvellous 
opportunity to describe our work here in 
Axminster to a much broader professional 
audience. Our service has captured a lot of 
professional interest due to its unique inte¬ 
gration to both the medical practice and the 
community itself. One never knows, the arti¬ 
cle might inspire others to roll the idea out 
across the country. 

How did you end up in East Devon? 

We moved to Axminster from London back in 
1993. Our main motivation was to bring up our 
children in the country, away from the stress 
and pollution of our urban environment. 

What makes you happy and angry respec¬ 
tively? 

Being a mother and bringing up my children is 




easily my happiest achievement: I feel it has, 
directly or indirectly taught me everything I 
know about life. Angry? It would be a close tie 
between injustice and intolerance, especially 
over trivial matters. Perhaps on reflection 
they go hand in hand. Isn't it one of the Dalai 
Lama's teachings to “be kind”? “One can al¬ 
ways be kind”. It is easier said than done. 

Is there anything you would like to say to the 
people of Axminster? 

I feel profoundly indebted to so many clini¬ 
cians, supporters, service users and volun¬ 
teers who tirelessly endorse our service and 
without whom Arc simply woulnd't exist. It is 
a privilege to be part of the general fabric of 
Axminster, my home for the last 21 years: its 
medical practice, its wide range of established 
charities and community organisations, its 
community spirit. Our relatively new charity 
now turns its attention to the future to ensure 
Arc's longevity for years to come, our great¬ 
est challenge yet. Thank you in advance for 
remembering us when you are considering 
fundraising for a good local cause, and for 
supporting our dedicated charity shop on 
Chard Street.

Choral Society dedicates April Concert to Sir Neville 
Marriner on the occasion of his 90th Birthday 


AXMINSTER is fortunate to have such 
a highly esteemed local resident in Sir 
Neville and the occasion was also no¬ 
table as the concert was conducted by 
Judy Martin, described in Dublin as one 
of leading young choral directors in the 
United Kingdom. Judy has now re¬ 
turned to her roots and is resident near 
Axminster, close to other members of 
her family. After years away at Oxford 
colleges and Christ Church Cathedral in 
Dublin, Judy and her partner, noted or¬ 
ganist and composer Peter Parshall, 
have decided to make East Devon their 
home. 

The concert was a further outstanding 
occasion after the sell-out performance 
of Handel’s Messiah in the Minster last 
December. Judy Martin said “the choir 
sang superbly. It was an extremely 
memorable occasion for me as well as 
all involved. I was also delighted that 
the orchestra was sourced from the 
South West and that two of the four 
soloists had been pupils of mine in the 
past”. Axminster is indeed lucky to 
have such a world renowned musician 
in Sir Neville Marriner and an outstand¬ 
ing young prospect directing its Choral 
Society and a number of chamber 
choirs.. 

The Spring concert of the Axminster 
& District Choral Society and Orchestra 
was held at the Guildhall on Saturday, 
April 5th. The Society’s regular venue, 
the Minster, is still receiving attention 


following the recent arson episode. The 
concert fell into two quite distinct 
halves. The opening half featured two 
works by composers writing very much 
in the English tradition of the early-to- 
mid 20th century, Sir Edward Bairstow 
and Ralph Vaughan Williams. “Five 
Poems of the Spirit” was Bairstow’s last 
work and was composed in 1944, 
shortly before his death, while Vaughan 
Williams’ “Five Mystical Songs” was 
composed some thirty years earlier, in 
1911. There are many similarities in 
these works: both are settings of five 
poems, all written in the 16th or early 
17th centuries; both feature a baritone 
soloist, backed by the choir; and both 
are beautifully orchestrated. 

The baritone soloist was Edmund 
Danon and his voice was ideally suited 
to the lyrical nature of the works, 
mostly set quite high in the baritone 
range. This is beautiful music, and it 
was beautifully sung. Bairstow’s setting 
of Walter Raleigh’s “Purse and Scrip” 
and the Vaughan Williams setting of 
George Herbert’s “Love Bade Me Wel¬ 
come” were perhaps the most memo¬ 
rable of the two sets. This is intimate 
music in which the choir’s and orches¬ 
tra’s roles in both works are mostly to 
support and to add colour to the solo 
line. The choir and orchestra did, how¬ 
ever, have their opportunity to send the 
audience off to the interval in high spir¬ 
its with the rousing setting of “Let All 


the World in Every Corner Sing”. 

The audience was treated to some¬ 
thing completely different after the in¬ 
terval, a performance of Mozart’s 
“Requiem”. This was dedicated in hon¬ 
our of Sir Neville Marriner, a good 
friend of the Society, who had led a 
workshop and performance of this work 
in the Guildhall four years ago. Sir 
Neville celebrated his 90th birthday on 
April 15th. The Society had assembled 
a strong group of soloists for the 
evening: Josie Walledge, soprano; 
Laura Lamph, contralto; Edward 
Woodhouse, tenor; and Edmund 
Danon, bass. They gave excellent ac¬ 
counts of the three pieces of quartet 
work: “Tuba Mirum”, “Recordare” and 
“Benedictus”. Yet, the “Requiem” is a 
work in which the choir has the major 
role. Conductor, Judy Martin, is proba¬ 
bly most readily recognised for her un¬ 
doubted enthusiasm and energy, but 
these qualities should not mask her mu¬ 
sicianship. She asked for and got a “per¬ 
formance” from her charges, both choir 
and orchestra, not simply a rendition. 

The Society is to be congratulated on 
attracting and assembling a truly pro¬ 
fessional and talented group of 30 mu¬ 
sicians to form the Society Orchestra. 
This does not come cheaply, but it is the 
way ahead, and it gives the choir the in¬ 
centive to drive its own performance 
ambitions even higher.

ONE year after capturing 
the Second Division title, 
ELMORE have deservedly 
won the first division cham¬ 
pionship.
